The controversy between the Danish conservatives, 
who believe in armament, and the radical element, 
which has opposed fortification and armed prepara- 
tion as useless and wasteful, has gone on for years. 
In 1876 the fortification of Copenhagen was opposed 
_by the majority party in the Folkthing, or Lower 
House, and after several years had to be completed 
by aid of a popular subscription. 

Denmark, whose area and influence have been 
gradually reduced through quarrels between her mon- 
archs and their neighbors, is now so small, Denmark 
proper comprising only a little over 16,000 square 
‘miles, with a population about as big as Missouri's, 
ithat what she does in- the way of armament or dis- 
armament will mean very little to other nations. 
But the country of the Danes, enormously rich in 
agriculture; with a hardy and industrious population, 
and a coast line indented with hundreds of safe har- 
bors, would be a rich morsel for an ambitious and 
unscrupulous Power, which could seize it and use it 
as a piratical headquarters for aggression in the 
event of war.

In this connection, it is worth 
noting that E. A. D. Eldridge, who

Long and dif- 
ficult works, like Medelssohn’'s 
Concerto in E Minor. had to be 
learned by touch, the violinist using 
the Braille system of musical no- 
tation.

In a sense the question of reconciling a 
womans gas-range and dust-pan duties to 
her interests in the high plateaus of thought 
is the largest cross-word puzzie in the world 
Certainiy it has given rise to an enormous 
number of cross words, and there is no 
ready-made answer to be had on & conven- 
fent page of the puzale supplement. 


The college graduate who has epent four 
years sharpening her mind to scimitar keen- 
ness has a certain prejudice against rusting 
it in ever-recurrent pane of dishwater. The 
girl who bas trained her brain until it is as 
ready and confident ae the body of a Greek 
athlete somehow resents turning endlessly 
ip @ routine circle like a blindfolded ox at 
an Egyptian waterwheel. if she has chil- 
dren she dreads for their sake, even more 
than for her own, her siow change from azn 
interesting alert woman to a machinelike 
rejative of the carpet sweeper. 


Suppose every well-educated man, as 8000 
as he married, had to give up his work as 
doctor, lawyer or editor and become a mere 
porter in an apartment house. Suppose 
that, no matter what his tastes and inclina- 
tions, be had to spend every day in a lengthy 
routine of dusting banisters, eweeping halls 
and emptying the everlasting garbage pails. 
Within a few months he would undoubtedly 
be discovered biting the mail boxes and try- 
ing to give an imitation of a vacuum cieaner. 


The comparison is not, perhaps, an exact 
perailei, but it is near enough to help a man 
understand the reeentment and sense 
of waste that engulf thousands of women 
graduates. A perpetual job of scraping egg 
stains off breakfast dishes and gathering lint 
from receptive carpets would drive an edu- 
cated man to drown himself in the sink. 
About the only male graduates engaged in 
toll as monotonous are a few careless cash- 
lera who spend their time find- 
ing out what is inside of vari- 
ous specimens on the rock pile. 


HE saddest part of it 
all is that the wives of 
America are worse off 
in regard to housework than 
any other middle-class women 
in the world. There is not 
another country where the 
wife of a doctor or a profes- 
sor cr @ rising young bust- 
hes# man cannot be sure of 
at least one maid to save her 
from the endless parade of 
mops. brooms and wash- 
boards. American women, who 
know better how to use their 
leleure than the wives of any 
Other land, ironically have 
less of it to use. A Chinese 
woman who did as much 
physical labor as a profes- 
Bors wife does in this country 
would promptiy be classed 
&mong the coolies. 

This, then. is the problem 
that led to the establishment 
of the Institute for the Co-or- 
dination of Women's Inter- 
ests. For more than 50 years 
graduates have been going 
from college and from their 
profeesions to a life beund- 
ed on the north by a broom- 
handle and on the south by 
an troning board. College 
giris, it seems, have a talent 
for matrying poor men. They 
are notoriousiy addicted to 
professors and ministers, two 
of the loweast-paid groups who 
ever struggied to keep them- 
selves in white collars§ More 
than one alumna is settled in 
& country parsonage, with nothing to do ali 
day but look after the washing, cooking and 
scrubbing. take care of four children and 
keep up appearances on $1200 a year. Asa 
matter of fact. the accumulated husbands of 
the Fiorodora Sextette could probably buy 
out the mates of any five college classes.

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After Fourteen Years the Last Allen Emerges From 


Prison. Thus the Final Chapter Is Written in the 

History of That Bloody Shooting (Five Were Killed) 

in the Hillsville Courtroom. In Those Days the Allens 
Were the Law...

ILLSVILLE, Virginia. -— They 
were the Allens of Fancy Gap 
and it was the tradition, near 
and far, through the Blue 
Ridge mountains of Virginia, 
that no matter what came to 
pass, they would have thinks done to suit 
themselves. They always had-—ever since Jer- 
ry Allen came and settled there and raised a 
big family, mostly bovs. Jerry Allen fought 
fist and skull to have his way and brought 
up his boys after 
his own manner 
So it came to pass, 
after a while, when

Earlier than the first anniversary of the 
courthouse killings, when Floyd and Claude 
Ailen had been convicted and sentence of 
death was hanging over them, there was a 
marked resurgence of sentiment in favor of 
them and their kinsmen who had been sent 
to prison. Thousands petitioned for the 
commutation of the condemned men's sen- 
tencers, Women were especially active.

And there 
was romance, for Claude Allen had a saweet- 
heart, who was willing to marry him before 
he was taken to the electric chair.

BOUT two years ago it was felt that 
A the time had come.

tured and brought to trial and the evidence 
was heard, found that !t was planned, and 
eent Floyd Allen and his son, Claude, to 
death. and Sidna Allen, Friel Allen, Sidna 
Fdwards and Wesley Edwards to prison. 
The people of Virginia,. though, caught in 
the backtow of an awakened and mounting 
aympathy, found it consistent with their 
sense of justice to ask the freedom of. the 
Aliens and Edwardses whose lives had not 
paid the penalty, and kept on asking, and 
now the last of them have received the 
State's benediction and have gone free. 

So the account is settled, with the deaths 
of Floyd and Claude Allen and some years 
taken out of the lives of four others, bal- 


and the Governor had at last refused to 
interfere, were they, on another March day, 
put to death. 

They were buried among their kin acrose 
the Blue Ridge crest on the slope that 
looks away toward the North Carolina bor- 
der, and a aingle headstone was placed for 
both of them and on it was chiseled: 

“Judicially murdered by the Common- 
wealth of Virginia.’ 

All that could have been done had been 
done for Fioyd and Claude Allen, and every 
effort had failed, but Sidna Allen and hie 
three nephews were in Richmond prison 
and the sympathy that had been expended 
in vain upon their kinsmen was transferred 
to them. It was the part of prudence to 
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tears. The Allens, 
they said, were not alone to blame for what 
happened that day when hell broke loose 
in Hilisville courthouse. And for what- 
ever fault was theirs these men bad paid 
in the fourteen years that the Common- 
wealth had taken out of their lives. Jus- 
tice had been served Mercy was asking 


its own. 

The Governor did not hesitate or take 
time to consider. ‘I have made up my 
mind,’’ he said. ‘"'The pardons wii! be 
granted.’ 


So the prison doors opened for Sidna 
Allen and Wesley Edwards and they came 
forth, not as culprits who bad paid their 
penalty and were receiving the Common- 
wealth's absolution, but as victims of the 
Commonwealth's vengeance, to whom tardy 
restitution had been made. 

All the years that Sidna Allen had served

in prison, his wife, with- two young daugh- 
ters, had been making her way as best she 
could here at Hilisville. The pretentious 
home at Fancy Gap and the farm and for- 
tune which Allen had accumulated had been 
swept away. In a Hillsville cottage, with 
vine-hung porch, Mrs. Allen lived. Her 
daughters, Marguerite, who was 10 when 
her father went to prison, and Pauline, who 
was 4, grew up and married and to Pauline 
early widowhood came and she and her own 
child came back to live with her mother. 

His youngest daughter Sidna Alien had 
not seen since the day that he was taken 
away. It was his wish that she should not 
see him in prison. His wife and the older 
daughter had been to see him four years 
ago. It was s0 sorrowful, the prison visit, 
that the man asked his wife to go back 
home and wait and not to come again. 

There was no joyous hastening home- 
ward for Sidna Allen. Freed, 60 years old, 
he became a voluntary exile from his home 
and homeland. He had given his word 
to the friends who had worked for his free- 
dom that he would not go back to the 
mountains. So he sent a telegram——‘'Par- 
doned today'’—and was content to wait 
until arrangements could be made for a 
reunion with his family, away from Hilis- 
ville. 


came to Hilisville. The peace of a May 

morning rested upon the courthouse where 
men died fourteen yeara ago. Tablets set 
into the walls pay tribute to “the legal 
accomplishments, fidelity to duty and cour- 
age unto death’ of Judge Maaale, ‘‘assas- 
sinated while holding court,’’ and to Foster, 
Webb and Fowler and Bettle Ayers, “‘assas- 
sinated while in the discharge of their duty 
to the Commonwealth of Virginia.’
